Fox ihe first time in its history the 
University of Toronto, through its 
governing body, the senate, has can- 
celled a degree. Ata meeting of that 
body last Wednesday the degree won 
many years ago by Stephen B. Pol- 
lard was cancelled, and his name will 
be struck off the roll of University 
graduates. 

On October goth last Judge Win- 
er sentenced Dr. Pollard to five 
ears in Kingston penitentiary for per- 
O an illegal operation. His 
trial, it will be remembered, lasted 
some time, and the first conviction re- 
gistered by a jury in the sessions was 
carried to the court of appeal. A sec- 
ond trial, ordered by the court, re- 
sulted in his being sent to prison. 

Following his convition the Ontario 
Medical Council met, and after much 
deliberation, and the hearing of argu- 
ment in dws favor, ordered that his 
name be struck off the rolls of the 
council. Last night’s action was that 
of an entirely different body. Report-
